It is reported 
that General Kuroki has seized and cut the railréad south of Mukden, 
separating the Russian foree and ecuiting Lizo Yang off from the direct 
line of retreat. ~ Confirmation of the report cannot -be :obtained. 

liarbin, Manchuria, August 29.—The Russian losses! in the fighting of 
August 25th and 26th,,east and south of Liao Yang, were 3,000 killed or 
wounded. The great majority of the casualties were sustained at Anpiricz. 
The withdrawal of the Russians from both fronts .t Amshanshan and 
from the east position were made simultaneously for strategic reasons. 

Lixo Yang, August 29,—The Russian army has effected its retirement 
with transports and artillery on Liao Yang, and is now in a_ position 
waiting the advancing Jaipanese.. The progress of the litter has been 
rapid and deterthined, sparing of no sicrifice. In the attack on the Sial- 
position one Japanese battalion lost all of its officers. The retire- 
ment of the Russian transport of four corps yesterdxy evening across the 
plain, while the artillery and troopsrin the rear held off the Japanese, 
fferded a magnificent spectacle. All along the extended lines there was 
incessant roar of batteries, the Russians working their guns with great

Wasting Grain 
Farmer’s Advocate. 

The waste of grain on tHe prairie 
farms, especially during harvest and 
threshing time, is appalling to many 
an Eastern farmer visitor, and is no 
credit to the farmers of this country. 

The first waste is by allowing the 
grain to get too ripe before cutting, 
and by leaving sheaves lying on the 
ground for long periods. 

A great deal of grain is lost on the 
ground between the stook -and_ the 
stack or machine, owing to the fact 
that the wagon racks are open -and 
much grain falls between the boards,

family, or any maie over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
ferm the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upoh and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plars: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 


father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upou a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-gO 03 JolId gouepIsel 0} SB OY SIG 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
eountersigned in the manner pres- 
orijbed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


ship. 

- settler who availa himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of hia homestead, 
buildings fer their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for etry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do ao. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained — application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, ¢ Com mis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to ang of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
